The  incidence  of  diphtheria  was  again  low,  5 cases  being 
notified.  No  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease.

The  housing  situation  is  by  far  the  worst  problem  we 
have  to  deal  with  in  this  area.  A great  many  houses  in 
Felling  are  so  old  and  dilapidated  tnat  it  is  impossible  to  do 


very  mmeh  with  them.  Many  of  them  are  literally  falling  to 

j^ieces.  Cleaiance  areas  and  demolition  orders  are  the  only 
solution.
